AS ſurely forthe gaining 
of knowledge, | durſt co-

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2 wit hout the helpe of 
earing, huat out the trueth, 
fince as well in the works ot arc 
as nature, that which hath grea 
reſt force in actuating, & quick 
ning the thinge wee (ee(25ihe 
ſaaleinthe body) is not w/ h- 
ſtidiag it ſelte for the moſt not 
ſeene;the ſtatelines of houſes, 
the goodlines of trees, when we 
behold the delighteth the eie; 
but the found tion which bea- 
reth vp the one, and the roote 
which to the other miniſtreth 
ſap and iuice, is in the boſome 
of the earth concealed , And 
generally the fight is not capi- 
ble, but of corporall, accidental, 
particular things; and in th em 
only of their cruſt and ſurface, 
and that ouly in direct obiecti, 
and by helpe of the light: her- 
asthe hearing apprehends all 
manner of ſounds, from all dif.
